Moravian History Interesting 
To Residents In This Vicinity 


i 
ф- ф • 


Of interest to residents in Law­ 
rence county and neighboring vicin­ 
ity is the following resume of the 
history of “The Moravians ’, which 
was given by Mrs. Archibald H. D a­ 
vis. Jr., at the April meeting of Law­ 
rence 
chapter, Daughters of 
the 
American Revolution, Saturday. 
Briefly, the history goes back to 
John Huss. a Bohemian religious re­ 
former, who, protoundly moved by 
the writings and teachings of John 
Wycllff, translated his works into 
the Bohemian language. 
These proclaimed the theory that 
there should 
be 
a 
separation of 
church and state, and that each 
individual had immediate access to 
God without 
the intervention ol 
priest or clergy, and a right to his 
own interpretation of the Bible. 
For these heretical ideas he was 
burned at the stake in 1415. 
Soon 
after his death some Bohemian no­ 
bles organized to avenge his death 
and show their defiance of the de­ 
crees of the church and allegiance 
to the Huss doctrine. 
So began the 
Moravian church, or 
the 
United 
Brethren church, as it is also called. 
This took place 60 years before 
Luther 
b e g a n 
his 
reformation. 
Hence, the Moravian church is by 
far the oldest Protestant church. 
The seat of the church was at Lit- 
itz. 
Bohemia, 
100 
miles 
east oi 
Prague. 
In 1501 they printed their hymn 
book and catechism. 
In 1735 they 
sent missionaries to the Indians in 
Georgia. John Wesley came in con­ 
tact with them here and was re­ 
converted by them. 


In 1740 they moved to Pennsyl­ 
vania and built a sattlement on the 
Lehigh river. They named the place 
Bethlehem, after a much beloved 
hymn. 
The church at Bethlehem 
is the head of all Moravian work in 
the western hemisphere. 
The Mo­ 
ravian church was the first Prot­ 
estant church to do missionary work 
and at present has more church 
members in so-called heathen lands 
than in Christian lands. 
In 
1770 
David Zeisberger came 
from Bethlehem as a missionary to 
the Indians of western Pennsylvania 
Here he found ready converts. 
A 
band of Christian Indians settled 
near the present site of Moravia. 
A village of 24 log cabins was built 
one-half mile southeast 
of Eden­ 
burg and named Friedenstadt, city 
of peace. 
The church at Pneden- 
stadt. was the first church dedicated 
west of the Alleghenies. 
The next year Zeisberger went to 
the valley of the Tuscarawas in 
Ohio and there started the settle­ 
ment of G nadenhutten and Schon- 
brun. 
In 1773 it became necessary 
to desert 
Friedenstadt 
because ol 
drunken Indians, incited by traders, 
and the members of the colony de­ 
stroyed their entire settlement be­ 
fore they lelt it and moved to G n a ­ 
denhutten. 
In 1782 these Christian Indians 
were thought to be responsible for 
the m a s s a c r e s perpetrated 
by 
heathen Indians, and the entire col­ 
ony at G nadenhutten was killed by 
white militiamen. The state of Ohio 
has restored the original village of 
G nadenhutten and it Is a most in ­ 
teresting place to visit.

M arriner S. Eecles, 
chairm an of the Federal Reserve 
board, has stated, would be heavier 
taxes on high and „middle-income 
groups and an increase in the levy 
on corporation profits. 
An unbal­ 
anced budget is necessary in a de­ 
pression in order to m aintain mass 
purchasing 
power, 
but. 
during 
a 
boom the budget should be bal­ 
anced and the indebtedness incur­ 
red in the slump retired. Very lit­ 
tle reduction can be made in gov­ 
ernment expenditures at this time; 
so if the budget is to be balanced, 
it must be through increased tax a ­ 
tion.
